The Northern Polar Bear 
Vareily baseball team sils near the 
top of Mid-Penn Division III, 
adding recent victories over 
Shippensburg and Harrisburg 
With 7 games remaining to play 
on the schedule, the Bears arc 
just one game behind the leaders, 
Susquenita and West Perry. 

Coach Wayne Smith, 
currently in his third year at the 
helm, has seen the squad work 
its' way to an impressive overall 
record of eight wins and three 
losses. The league record for the 
team stands at 6-2, with the only 
losses coming at the hands of the 
co-leaders Coach Smith reports 
that this success of the Bears can 
be attributed to several factors. 
"Some of the strengths of this 
team arc their hitting ability, 
excellent on-base percentage, and 
commitment to teamwork", says 
Smith 

Statistics to dutc certainly 
support the facts that this team 
knows how to handle the bat 
The starting nine sports, a 
sparkling team batting average of 
345 As evidence that the players 
know the strike /.one, and have 
the restraint to let that inside 
fastball go by, they have an 
outstanding on-base percentage 
of .503.
